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The 1970 summer reading committee consisted of three classroom 
teachers, three curriculum coordinators and three principals, repre- 
senting each area of the county. This committee worked toward 
implementation of the stated objectives of the Inservice Component, 
"Update Reading Continuum"; 

1. Keyed, in resources other than Scott, Foresman and dissemi- 
nating information about some of the fine things teachers are 
doing with the program. 

2. The first year child whose academic functioning level is below 
that required or for some reason cannot succeed in the lowest 
zone of the program. Some of these children have been to 
kindergarten and some have not. 

3. Grouping for reading instruction. 

4. The Reading Skills Worksheet. 

5. More direction for the in-depth program. 

6. The printing of additional Reading Skills Reference G uides . 

?. Testing suggestions. 

8. A plan to inform the classroom teacher of the results of the 
work of this summer committee. 
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A splinter committee consisting of a curriculum coordinator, 
a librarian, and an audio-visual specialist produced tapes to be 
used with Ready to Roll , Roliing Along , and The Morgan Bay Mysteries . 

Addendum #1 contains materials and suggestions which when 
used selectively by the classroom teacher, should provide a well- 
balanced reading program for each student in the Brevard County 
Elementary Schools. 
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THE READING SKILLS WORKSHEET 



RECOMMENDED USES OF SKILLS WORKSHEET -- Teacher 

1. Use in a flexible way most helpful to the present teacher and 
his/her group of children. 

2. Note skills stressed in mastery test when each zone is begun. 
Continually compare these skills with each child’s performance 
as reflected on the skills worksheet. 

3. Use the worksheet as an indication of group strengths and 
weaknesses. The teacher may need to reinforce weak areas 
before giving the mastery test. 

4. Use as an indication for grades, but not as the sum total 
for a grade. 

5. Use in parent conferences as one means by which the reading 
grade was determined. Be sure to cover other children’s 
records when using skills worksheet to report to parents. 

RECOMMENDED USES OF SKILLS WORKSHEET -- Princ i pal, Curriculum 
C oordinator 

1. Use in regrouping children L r the following year, 

2. Use in determining pupil needs in the summer program. 

3. Use to know child's placement in reading program when 
communicating with parents. 

4. Use to recognize need for materials in certain skill areas. 

5. Use as a continuous progress record--in case of teacher change. 

6. Use in comparing child's progress witn previous zone.

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GROUPING 



The school center should group students for reading based 
upon pupil needs, teaching assignments, and plant design. These 
groups should remain flexible and allow for both horizontal and 
vertical movement through the reading zones. 

There is no one "right way” to group students for reading 
instruction. The following factors should be kept in mind as reading 
groups are formed: 

1, Small groups allow more freedom of expression 
and personal identity. 

2, The Open Highways Program requires much teacher 
direction and time. It is difficult for most teachers 
to provide the necessary instruction for more than 
one Open Highways group* 

3, Children learn from their peers. Slow learners can 
profit greatly from fast learners. 

4, As soon as the need is evident, children should be 
re-grouped for proper instruction. 

5, Many students can work independently if the assignment 
is meaningful, motivating, well-understood, and on thiir 
instructional level. 
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6. During a reading or language arts blcck of time, students 
should be encouraged to read or do related activities. 
Math drill sheets and science tests lose importance 

if allowed to become reading ’'seat-work 11 . Children 
learn to read by reading. Even the best readers can 
read better, or at least read more! 

7. Some students may profit from reading instruction 
more than once each day. Others may need teacher- 
directed instruction only a few times each week, Most 
elementary students need reading instruction every day.

SUGGESTIONS FOR EFFECTIVE USE 

1. Use as directed and at the time designated in the Teacher's Manual 
for initial teaching. Use as outlined in the Reading Skills Reference 
Guide for checking mastery of skills, reinforcement, and reteaching. 
Guide pupils carefully, explaining the purpose of the assignment 

and give directions clearly. Work through as many examples 
with the group as necessary for pupils to understand thoroughly 
what they are to do. 

2. The teacher's edition of the Think-and-Do Book gives brief description 
for guiding the use of each exercise and indicates correct responses. 
Instructions for checking the pages are included in the directions 

to the teachers. Be sure to give each pupil an opportunity to be 
aware of his strengths and weaknesses. 

3. Pupils learn best when they are allowed to check and correct their 
own responses. Ample time should be provided for this Learning 
experience. Sufficient time should also be provided for a discussion 
of or justification for an answer given by the pupil. Any justifiable 
response should be accepted. 

4. Each page of the Think-and-Do Book has a specific purpose; therefore, 
it is recommended that serious consideration be given before omitting 
workbook pages. 

5. The lessons in the Think-and-Do Book provide the practice which will 
establish a better foundation for successful performance on the 
mastery test.

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TESTING INFORMATION 



The Initial Pleading Survey Test, Form A, will be given to all first year 
pupils. Ties is a rtftwjtieet* T he vlnier mediate Inventory- 

Survey Tests, Form A, will be given to all fourth year pupils. The 
appropriate Inventory-Sur vey Test, Form A, may be given to all pupils 
now to Brevard County, Test results from this standardized testing 
will be useful as a factor in determining pupil placement. 

The Inventory-Survey Test, Form B, may be utilized for those 
pupils who do not complete an Open Highways book by the end of the year. 
These are stocked in the warehouse. The Open Highways mid-term 
test contained in Think -and- Do Books , 4, 5, & 6, may also be used 
as an evaluative tool. County norms will be established for this test 
during the 1970-71 school year. 

Mastery Test 

Mastery tests are to be given as pupiLs approach the end of, or 
complete each zone. The results from the mastery tests do not 
indicate a pupil’s maximum ability as they are ^iructured to test 
the skills that have been taught in that zone. Results from the 
mastery tes*s will indicate to the teacher any need for reteaching 
certain skills. 
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Mastery tests are horizontal tests in that they evaluate the 
acquisition of a broad spectrum of skills on one level. As they test 
only what has been presented, the teacher should know what the 
test contains before teaching a zore so that instruction will cover all 
skills considered important enough to test* (Do teach for a mastery 
test l ) 

Hints for Interpreting Mastery Test Score s : 

1. For primary tests: Find the total score on the scale on the 
front of the test and circle it and the percentile below it. If 
the score contains a half point circle the next higher number. 
In cases where the score does not appear on the scale, circle 
the next higher number, 

2. For intermediate tests: There are fewer questions on some 
subtests; therefore, the half-point scores are included on 
the percentile chart. When scoring the^e tests, find the 
corresponding percentiles for half-point scores. Do not 

go to the next higher score. 

3. The actual subtest and total percentile scores are much more 
important than the rating. (High, low, average, etc.) 

4. According to the test authors, the greater the number of 
points in a subtest, the more important that skill is at -ttaat 
zone l 
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5. The 25th percentile {dotted line) is re-evaluated and normed every 
two years. There is no dotted line on the latest printing of the 
Cumulative Individual Record Card, so circle the scores below the 
25th percentile. Piot the other scores with a line graph. This 
percentile is based upon the performance of thousands of children 
in varying geographical, social, and economic strata. 

6. An item analysis of subtest scores will indicate which items are 
difficult and need further reinforcement* 

7. Mastery tests avoid testing in any particular pattern and provide 
for transfer of skills. 

8. A child in the intermediate grades that is new to the Scott, 

Foresman Program may have skill gaps or difficulties due to 
the sophistication of Ventures , Vistas , and Cavalcades . Extra 
help can be found in the Reading Skills Reference Guides and 
Addendum # 1 . 

9. Students who score at the 85th percentile or above on an Open 
Highways Mastery Test should be considered for the basic program.

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FURTHER AIDS FOR CHECKING SPECIFIC SKILLS 



A. Teacher's Edition - Skill Correlation 

A teacher's edition with further marginal notes correlating the skill 
areas with the skills developed in the manual is available for most 
books in the Basic Program. Call Mrs, Rucki at Monroe Center for 
information on how to obtain copies of these teacher's editions.

B. Think-and-Do Books - Skill Correlation 

Correlation of Think-and-Do pages with the skills indicates the emphasis 
of particular skills in each zone. It may be necessary to use supple- 
mentary exercises to teach a particular skill when a child is weak in 
the mastery of that skill. 

An analysis of the correlation of Think-and- Do pages and skills reveals 
the following: 

1. Word attack skills are stressed at the primary level,

2. Critical reading is introduced in Zone 10 and is 
stressed in Zones 11 and 12. 

3. Sentence and paragraph meaning receive emphasis in 
all zones. 

4. Scrutiny - context is stressed at the lower zone. 

5. Much practice is given in the skill development of 
relationships beginning with Zone 4 and continuing 
through Zone 12. 

6. The development of dictionary skills needs to be 
supplemented in the upper zones. 

7. Locating information through the use of various types 
of reference material begins with Zone 10. 

8. Main idea becomes a separate skill development in 
Zone 10. Until then it came under sentence meaning. 

9. These charts enable one to see the initiation and 
progression of skills in the workbooks throughout 
the total program. 

This correlation can be used as a quick reference in marking the 
skiUi worksheet. It can also be used to see where a particular 
skill is introduced. 
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C . Duplicating Masters and Skill Correlation 



Correlation of the Duplicating Masters with the broad skill areas 
indicates the emphasis on certain broad skills in each zone. This, 
used in conjunction with the Think-and-Do Book correlation, serves 
as an additional aid for the teacher in marking the skills worksheet 
and reinforcing weak areas. 
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LISTENING TAPES FOR EXTENDING ACTIVITIES 



The Brevard County reading program attempts to meet the 
individual needs of children through the use of a variety of materials 
and techniques. Of particular value is a tape library which will 
provide interesting and meaningful experiences to supplement the 
reading program on the primary and intermediate levels. 

In the early levels of the Open Highways program, using the 
"read-along" technique, the children experience success; get meaning 
from selections; learn to follow written language from left to right 
ancl to return to the beginning of the next line; and participate actively 
in ;he reading act. 

The Ready to Roll and Rolling Along selections on tape are designed 
for independent use upon completion of the work for a particular 
story as described in the teacher’s manual. 

The Morgan Bay Mysteries provide suspenseful yarns which 
appeal to all children. The high interest and controlled vocabulary 
make these books appropriate for the intermediate O pen Highways p c i < 
The first chapter of each of the following mysteries has been taped: 
The Mystery of Morgan Castle 
The Mystery of the Marble Angel 
The Mystery of the Midnight Visitor 
The Mystery of Marauder’s Gold
